Chemical aflinity wo question, but can- 
not yet find 'lie answer. 


But there are structure! reared, and stone 


laid on stone in silence, which aru not of the 
building of material forms. 
Aud we lay the 


development ot character, of soul-life, Is analo- 
gous lo that of the forces of this earth. 
Analo. 


gous only, fur between the action of material 
forces, however subtle, and those spiritual and 
moutal agencies, of which wo know something, 
there ii a radical dilKjronce in nature, and no 
imagination can bridge tlio distance. 
But God 


wotksiu both, and richer, fuller, deeper, are 
bis ways in the spiritual nature ; often, too, in 
What seems to us tho silunce and the darkness. 
Thus are characters wrought out, sometimes in 
the sunshine, it Is true, but often, very often, 
among the shadows. 


Often we near expressions of surprise at tho

Dove says, in substance : imagine 


an iron bar in a perfectly dark room, arranged 
with mechanism, which enables it lo vibrate 
^fith a velocity constantly accelerated, yet in 
the smallest degree possible. Set tho bar in 
motion; if the hand be placed near it, the mo- 
tion can bo felt. 
But as the movement 


growns more rapid, a low tone is heard, rising 
liighnr and higher, till the shrill tones are sttc- 
•cecded by silence. But the presence of the vi- 
brating bur is soon perceived in another way— 
•a general wai mth pervades the space around it, 
-and rapiiily increases. 
Soon a faint elow is 


teen., which brightens into orange and yellow, 
and passes on through the colors of the spec- 
trum, and t1n;;llv disappears witb the last faint 
rays of the ethereal violet. 


Motion is l.oo f.ir-readiing for our perfect 


comprehension. We analyze too much, and 
aie not capable of grwptng It as a whole. 
We 


can know a few of Its laws, and catch the hid- 
den meanings, sometimes, is in the waves of 
ocean, the swaying of grains and grasses. 


Aristotle's Idea of the music of the spheres is 


beautiful. Tlongh nol perceptible lo human 
ears,'there'may be those so altuued as to 
cstcu tho vaster melody which might over- 
power our feeole sense. 


Motion in music w« can grssp mere fully ; 


study out iu laws, and, within certain limits, 
uneentand it. But wbo would try to bind by 
rules the brood's song, or the whispering of the 
breezes? We can distinguish several octaves 
in sound; but.when the last *hrdl note, which 
our ears' are capable of hearing, has di«4 away, 
wfraw.fullf as .Ignorant as brfore. s -MT» Know' 
that tajiat lends to produce matlon, and that 
beat,'Is greater motlou of the molecules; w« 
can measure Its degree; can consider the vrtt 
problem, that all force hat a tendency to be 


and noble structure. Or like the bare branches, 
rough and unsightly, which, in the spring sun- 
shine, burst into life and loveliness. 


In tlie beiunil'iil finish of bronze statues, ire 


admire the pciteelion of the work, which shows 
even the fabrics of dress. All this is done by 
tlie patient use of lino iredle-like instruments; 
like the every ilny trials and burdens which do 
so much iu fashioning ourselves, and the mean- 
ing of which we so seldom realize, tieorge 
Eliot says "That element of tragedy, which 
lies in the very f,ict of frequency, has not yot 
wrought itself into tlie coarse emotion of man- 
kind; and peihaps our frames could hardly 
bear much of it. If we had a keen vision, an J 
feeling of all oiJinary human life, it would be 
like hearing tin- grass grow and the squirrel's 
heart beat, iinil we should die of the r.iar which 
lies on the ollur side of silenc,' " 


Thfitft are m:my lives whoso struggles vve do 


not see—the hound of Imm.iur and pickaxe 
may be dreaded, but often we know the work 
is going on mnru dusply, fjr, than where we 
can hear and see the conflict. 
As in tlie mys- 


teries of nutiiio we are silon,. much more in 
presence ot tin- complex woiklng of human 
thought and livllng, we must bold our pe.icj. 
Burns lias well said : 


" Who made man's heart, 'tis Ho alone

than the glittering rivulet, whicli babbles and 
chatters the whole of its shallow way.

flows on forever. 


The faculty of love, of admiration, is to be 


regarded as the sigu and the measure of higli 
souls; unwisely directed, it leads to many evils; 


CLU,BI!<- r,oSDO!r.—The example of 
tbe Alheraarle (Jlub, in the street of that narnp, 
has been followed by the establishment of a 
somewhat similar institution. 
The Russell 


Club, in Regent street, will help its predecessor 
to remove one ofthe grounds of inequality be- 
tween the sexes which has formed a practical 
grievance. The Russell is called a club, but it 
would he doiuf Injustice to those for whose 
comfort and convenience it is designed to attach 
to it the meaning which tha word carries m its 
accepted application. Clubs, as hitherto de- 
sgued and conducted, have had their social 
character mured by the selfishness peculiar to 
the sex which lias appropriated them. Man's 
club is, of his life, a thing apart. There are oc- 
casions, generally processional in their charac- 
ter and historical iu their recurrence, when la- 
dies arc especiallially invited toatlub, and are 
privieged tositinthe bay window. But that* 
is so much fuss made about it, and the under- 
standing is made so distinct that a special favor 
is being conferred, that the bosptality loses 
much of its grace. Ladies, however, are above 
prejudice of sex, and wheu they establish a 
club they maguanimously repay a century of 
exclusion by assigning a special wing of the 
building for tbe use of gentlemen.

IJe did not read him, because his works, most 
of them, are simply indecent. Of William 
Morris, he spoke very highly, saying that lie 
wrote exquisitely, and that bis moral tone is 
inexceptionable. 
He gave much praise to 


iVordsworth, and Browning lie admires, only 
ie said that he is sometimes unintelligible. In 
speakin- of Mrs. Browning, he said he thought 
t a great pity tiiat at the euil of her lift) she 
would have written those political poems, if 
we may call them such, and that they are un- 
worthy of her fienius and show careless and 
msty work. In speaking of modern scholar- 
ihips and our American colleges, Mr. Bryant 
leploied the glowing neglect of tbe classics, 
ho basis of every true education, and spoke of 
he elective sjstum which allows a mere boy to 
lick and rejecl to suit his uninformed aud too 
fit'ii mistaken iileai. For nil this he thinks 
he standard of iciiolatsbip has much improved 
u the last halfcoutniy. I asked Mr. Bryant if 
e could command himself to poetical compo- 
ition as I sit down to write :i letter. He said 
No; ceilainly i.ot.' He could not force him- 
elf into composition.'*

When a young writer's first essay is shown, 


some, through mere inability of censure, see 
nothing but beauties; others, with equal imbe- 
cility, can see none; and others, out of pure 
malice, see nothing but faults. "I was soon 
disgusted," says Gibbon, "with the modest 
practice of reading the manuscript to my friends. 
Of such friends some will praise for politeness, 
and some will criticise for vanity." 


Most men are afflicted with a coldness, an in-

On one occasion the 
Earl of Dorset found him at his favorite recrea- 
tion, road ing Horace Iu tha "Rummer" Tiv- 
ern. Dorset behaved kindly lo him, and Prior 
in return celebrated the solidity ol hi» judg- 
ment. Among other complimentary remarks, 
lie called eveiy one of the peers's pieces "an 
ingot of gold " intrinsically valuable, and such 
as wrought or beaten thinner would "shine" 
through the whole book of any other author.

ABBAHAM LIKOOLN'S DUEL.

Iu 1842 thcro was grent public excitement 


caused by tho refusal of the state oilicors, among 
whom was Gen. James Shields, tliou state au- 
ditor, now residing in Missouri, to receive the 
thu bills ofthe state bank In payment of taxes, 
said bill being worth In specie ouly about flay 
cents on a dollar. Tho measure provoked uni- 
versal denunciation, and Mr. Lincoln, then a 
comparatively unknown lawyer, wrote a com- 
munication on the subject,, which was published 
in tlie Sangamon Journal, the. Whig organ at 
Springfield, over the signature of " Ilebecca," 
dated Lost Township, September 2, 1342. 
It 


was In the form of a dialogue between " Aunt. 
Rebecca" and lier Democratic neighbor, Iu 
which she handled the officers ot the Slau tav- 
agcly for llieir order refusing the Bute Bank 
money, and wan purtlcubuly severe ou Shields, 
caWDirutm n liar .and »:fool, ".dull as a mice of 
tallow." Shields was a bachelor, and very vain, 
and his appearance at a fair In the city was car- 
icatured, his demeanor, criticised, and be de- 
nounced as a "conceited dunce." 


The article soon become the talk of the town, 


and the excitable Irishman fairly foamed with 
rage. He proceeded at once to the editor of the 
Journal, Simeon Francis, demanded the name 
of the author of the offensive communication, 
and that ot Mr. Lincoln was given him. Lin- 
coln was, at that lime, attending court at Tre- 
uonl, Tazewcll county, but thither Shields uaa- 
ened, accompanied by his " friend," General 


and immediately ou his arrival sent 


a note to Lincoln staling that his nauiu had 
ouon given lo him as the author of an insulting 


rticle signed " Kebecca," aud requiring " a 
till, positive and absolute retraction of all of- 
fensive allusion to him personally, and an am- 
ple aptlogy for the insults convoyed." 


It so happened that two friends of Mr. Lin- 


coln, Dr. Merriman and William Butler, learned 
of Shiehls's departure for Troinout and his ob- 
ject, and, mounting ihcii horses, rode all night, 
and communicated with Mr. Lincoln before Mr. 
.Shields did ; so he was In a measure prepared 
for the hostile note. The same evening, he re- 
plied, refusing to offer any explanation, on the 
ground thai Shields assumed tho fact of the 
authorship ofthe article in question, and while 
not pointing out ijny particular part to which 
he objected, demanded a general retract Ion. ac- 
companying the same with t!:-eats and menace 
iu case of refusal. Oue or two notes were ex- 
changed. Then Shields sent a final rejoinder, 
designating (Jen. Whitesides as his filend se- 
lected to arrange for the meeting, at which the 
eatisfactlon lie demanded should be tendered. 
Mr. Lincoln promptly lespondcd, and named 
Dr. Merriiuan as his friend. 


Further proceedings were, however, adjourn- 


ed to Springfield ; but the fact that a hostile 
meeting between the two parties was imminent 
soon became known, and in order to avoid ar- 
rest, Mr. Lincoln sHddenly retired to Jackson- 
ville, leaving with Mr. Butler a paper express- 
Ing his willingness to say lo Gen. Shields : —

ours, an Irish nirl of a noble family, was sent 
In 1814 to the "Dames Anglalses," where she 
found herself the companion of the Mortemarts, 
Rohans, Montmorencys, and many ofthe great- 
est names in France. From her I have heard 
the following details: So much prestige was at- 
tached to aristocratic establishments that the 
great Napoleon, on his accession t» tlie throne, 
saw iu them the best chance of effecting In the 
rising generation the fusion between his new 
noble/me and the old one, which he found it so 
impossible to effect in the existing aristocracy. 
Although he succeeded In forcing some of fhem 
to accept posts at court, he could never produce 
anything but the most icy exchanges of neces- 
sary civilities between tbe two patties. He then 
ordered several of his Marshals to send their 
daughters to these convents. The Abbess of 
the "Sacre Cojur" refused lo introduce the 
young roturieres among tlie noble blue blood 
confided to her care. Tho Emperor insisted, 
and as he had forced the mothers to foim part 
of Marie Louise's household, so his will pre- 
vailed in respect to their daughters. 
A few 


girls of the newly-created Dukes and Marshals 
were admitted, but never really formed part of 
,lie society of the haughty little girls who clung 
together with all their mothers' obstinacy 
against any real intimacy with the intruders. 
Among these were, as my cousin used to re- 
ate, Aurora Dupuis, known afterward as Mme. 
Dudevant aud Georges Sand, a rough tomboy, 
Dlaced there by some powerful influence to be 
tamed. 
Without education or apparent intelli- 


gence, she was placed at 14 witli the class of 
'itlle girls scarcely able to read. Another was 
.he lovely Fanny Sebastien, daughter of the 
Marshal of that name, who became afterward 
.he unfortunate Duchesse de Prasliu. In sorna 
few instances tbe custom was still carried nut 
ot arranging tbe girls' marriages at these con- 
vents. I remember my cousin telling us that 
wheu she first went there, one of her school- 
fellows, not quite 18, Mile. d'A 
n, was mar- 


ried at tbe convent, sent a drive In an open car- 
•iage all over Paris with her hnsband to show 
themselves, and then brought back to the con- 
vent to take off her wedding dress and reassume 
tho uniform of the pupils. The bridegroom 
went back to some embassy, where be was at- 
taclwd, and happening to die there, she re- 


iloed at tbe "Sacre Cocur'Mn her widow's 


weeds until a second marriage was arranged. 
This was an exceptional return to the fashions 
of tbe last century. In general the young la- 
dies left at about 16, but they often returned of 
their own free .will, on any. grief or misfortune

W. English, warm personal 
friends of both parlies, arrived on the scene, 
having come all the way from Springfield with 
the sole purpose of brhiging abtiul an accommo- 
dation, and immediately presented the follow- 
ing proposition: — 
To Messrs. Whitesides and Merrimftn : — 


Let tlio whole dilHculty bo submitted to four or 


more gentlemen ol' your own choosing, who shall 
consider the atlUlr and rtport thereupon 1'or your 
consideration. 


Tins was laid before the principals and ac- 


cepted. 
Mr. Shields promptly named Gen. 


Whitesides, W. L. D. Ewing, and tha surgeon 
who had accompanied him, T. M. Hope, to con- 
duct the negotiations on ills behalf. 
The de- 


mand for an apology aud all other belllgerant 
popets were withdrawn, when Mr. Lincoln ten- 
dered the explanation he had already promlsad, 
which proved satisfactory, the parties were re- 
conciled, shook bauds, and returned together to 
Springfield. So ended Lincoln's first, last and 
only duel. But tlie aflairdld not end with Lin- 
coln's withdrawal from it. The blood of all the 
parties who had been connected with itwaa up, 
uid nearly half a dozen challenges grew oul of 
it, nearly as many as have occurred In tbe whole 
liistory of the Stale before or sine*.— CAioiyo 
Inter-Ocean.

eays :—A very peculiar and shocking case of 
suicide occurred here this afternoon. Tlic-.ic- 
tlm wasMrs. Dr. Allyno Mayoard, a lady mov- 
ing in the highest social circle of this city. 
While Mrs. Maynard was'travelling iu Italy 
about two years ago she was sliickcn down with 
fever. Upon returning she seemed to recover 
her mental health, t>ut. her mind was left in a- 
very weak condition, and she gradually drilled 
into almost hopeless melancholy.

She was finally taken to the house of lira.

Hunter himself made out an extraordirn^ case 
of deliberate contrivances for some dark pur- 
pose, which can only be explained by tlie mur- 
der. 
Tbe roal point against him was the life 


irxuraoce in three offices for $26,000, paid by 
him and assigned to him. 


—Mm. Sarah Stiles, who was shot by her hus- 


band, George W. Stiles, who also killed his 
child, Lillio Ma;' Stiles, at Edgmont street and 
tbo Reading Railroad, on the 27th nit., consid- 
ered herself sufficiently recovered from her in- 
juries on Saturday and left Ihe Episcopal Hos- 
pital, whore she had been under medical tieat- 
ment.

Stiles married again, and, although no divorce 
bad been obtained by either of the parties, 
Stilea married her (the present Mrs. Stiles). 
This fact has an important bearing ou the 
other crime charged against Stiles, the deliberate 
murder of hia child. Mrs. Stiles could, of 
course, testify against the' prisoner in relation 
to the attempt he made on her own life, but 
under the law prohibilldg wives from being 
u*ed aa witnesses against their husbands, she 
could not be examined aa to her knowledge of 
the murder of the child, Those throat was cat 
b; Stile*.

Swain, introduced Dr. Kuox who announced 
the hymn, which was " Ring the Bells of 
Heaven," after the singing of wliich Dr. Cun- 
ningham made a short prayer and Mr. Swain 
delivered a salutatory address in which he 
spoke of the wotk which had been done by the 
association, and although the law upheld the 
liquor traflic, and many othei obstacles still re- 
mained lo retard the progress of the great 
moral reform in which they were engaged, he 
hoped thatnoono would become weary m well 
doing but go on until finally victory would 
perch on the temperance banner. Mr. Laverty 
was then Introduced and looked just like the 
Laverty of tlie old familiar scenes ; he said that 
alter almost a year's absence from Bristol he 
was glad to get back to the Grove again which 
had been the scene of such grand events, lie 
wished it could be said that, the "roll of honor" 
they talked so much about last year, that grand 
list of 1,800 signatures to the pledge of total ab- 
stinence, still reuuined intact; if it wuie so, the 
unbroken front that would be presented to the 
foes of temperance would be a great uower for 
good in destroying the great evil wliich confronts 
us on every side. 
We expected, he continued, 


that some would not be able to stand,—it 
necessarily would be so from the very nature of 
things, but nevertheless, he was there to sorrow 
for liis fallen fiienda, and with his heart full of 
sympathy to try and recover them again from 
the evils which so strongly beset them, for his 
experience tended to show that they were, in 
most instances, willing and glad to renew their 
pledge. No m.m, he said, over becomes a great 
criminal at once, it is only a gradual woik, a 
commission of little sins over and over again

the mote cause for earnest work to show that 
the fallen brother was not forgotten, and that

The Corporation Counsel 
was requested to diaw an ordinance requiring 
that all persons desiring to open streets for lay- 
ing pipes for water, gas, or for any other pur- 
poses, be required to obtain a permit from the 
chairman of the Street Committee, under a 
penalty of $25 for neglect to do the same. A 
standing reward of $30 was authorized for the 
arrest and conviction ort persons found guilty 
of committing malicious mischief within the 
borough limits.

•ervlce at the Polish Catholic Church at She- 
naudoah, Ibis state, tho priest on going to the 
church found it locked and nailed up. A largo 
crowd of excited men and wouion were preset 
defying him lo open or try to enter the church.

And the hardened sav- 


age, whose heai I ha'l resisted every previous at- 
tempt to reach it, surrendered to the lillle child;

Her Wrelebed Life In New York. 


The daughter of Ifc'inrieli Ludwlg Igcliccb, 


who was executed tn 1844 for an attempt on tlie 
ife of King Frederick William IV. of Prussia, 
a now living in aliject poverty in tbo upper part 
ofNowYoik. 
Eliza Mil W. Ticbecb was a 


naideu of twenty-oil*' at tbe time ot her fath- 
er's death. She Is now a divorced woman, 
ifty-flre years old, and ber only companions 
are a brood of balC'grawn, balf*wlld cats, tlut 
occupy witli her a lo*-roofed board lint In Uie 
rear of a building scarcely mote pretentious, in 
Sixty .ninth street neivr Eighth avenue. 


She unwound tbe <otton string tlial held ber 


;att wlien a visitor called yesterday, and the 
"reception room" wa) gained. It was scantily 
('drubbed, the only ornaments being a lillio- 
grapboT-tiaribaldl and a daguerreotype of ber 
father, em rounded b> a faded wreath gathered 
from the prison yard shortly before his dcatli. 
The following convemtion was bad witb tbe 
woman by means of .in Interpreter, after fixing 
ber identity aa Tseliccli's daughter, for she now 
goes by tbe name of Mrs. Wellenare : 


"Was It temporary madness, aa claimed In 


some quarters, that prompted >out father to try 
to kill tho king?" 


"No; be was prepared for three years to take 


tbe king's life. 


"What led him to this determination ?" 
."Ue was elected I'.urgoruaster of Sterkow, a 


city seven miles from Ueilm, for ft period of 
twelve jours, and intended to make ceitain le 
forms. Tbe poor wrru overtaxed, and the lieh 
were nearly exempted frnra taxation.

wished to make reforms, as far as possible, 
bniid new rotids and make Improveintnts ; but 
lie was opposed and annoyed' by an agent of 
the government, and so gut into trouble.

To the lirst tbe King answerul 
simply, 'No.' To the second : 'It remains as I 
have said.
